HOUSEKEEPING NOT A FAILURE. 
The international discussion of that in­ 
herently absurd conundrum, “Is marriage 
a failure ?” proves as provocative of im ita­ 
tion as the work of the genius who first 
favored the public with a list of books that 
“had helped” him. Of the many discus­ 
sions which have thus been generated; 
none is more interesting or practical than 
that contained in a “composium” in a late 
North Amcri -n Bertan, the theme of debate 
being, "Is Housekeeping a Failure?” It 
is, perhaps, unfortunate for the debate that 
the disputants are all members of the 
hierarchy that rules the household. There 
is not a man among them. And there is 
not a woman, of course, from Rose Terry 
Cooke to Marion Harland and Maria 
Parloa, who would admit that the sacri­ 
fices^ that have been laid from time imme­ 
morial upon the altar of the household 
were unworthily otiered. They are all the 
advocates and apologists of the’ home ; and 
we must wait for some woman with the 
pugnacity of Miss Anthony and the daring 
ofD r. Mary Walker to uphold, from the 
feminine side, the proposition that keep­ 
ing house is a practical failure, from the 
woman’s point of view. 
It is, indeed, not a little suggestive that 
those upon whom the burden and worry 
of the housekeeping system fall most 
heavily should spring to its defense 
with such eager enthusiasm. For these 
women are not satisfied with mere denial ; 
they take arms valiently in defense of the 
institution over which they especially pre­ 
side. They volunteer readily as cham­ 
pions of the home, to maintain which thev 
spend many an anxious day and many a 
tearful night. Nor will it be a bright day 
for humanity when the instinct of self-sacri­ 
fice, which is the divinest element in 
women, shall be so far lost that she shall 
refuse to do and suffer all in the interest 
of that one saving institution, which holds 
fast or reclaims from evil more than all 
the churches—the home. 
No one will wonder, however, that the 
question whether housekeeping is not a 
failure has been asked, and asked in per­ 
fect good faith. For there are not a few 
persons, unrepresented in the North Am­ 
erican's list of writers, who would give an 
answer in the affirmative. Looking at the 
well-filled hotels and great apartment 
buildings and boarding houses beseiged 
with applicants, the conclusion is inevit­ 
able that housekeeping lias proved a fail­ 
ure for these people. And so, for many, it 
does. But the cases are rather accidental 
than otherwise, and the remedy for reost 
of them lies upon the surface. There is 
the invalid, for example, whose health is 
unequal to the assumption of household 
cares. 
But, as a matter of fact, the 
cares of hoarding, for such, are greater than 
those of managing a household, and more 
invalids have recovered in the kindlv at­ 
mosphere of the home, with the aid of its 
friendly distractions, than ever profited by 
the relaxing and depressing influences of 
boarding-house idleness. 
There are two 
genuine reasons, and only two, but for 
which the boarding-houses and hotels 
would find themselves limited to travelers 
for custom. 
The first of these is the 
question of 
DOMESTIC SERVICE. 
Probably three-fourths of those who 
have given 
up keeping house and 
gone into hired quartern have done 
so because 
it was 
to secure an I 
retain a fairly satisfactory help. Toward 
the solution of that problem we seem to 
be making 
no especial advancement. 
W hile it lasts, there will be a large per­ 
centage <u" households broken up annu­ 
ally in dispair and stamped with failure. 
The second re I enemy of the home is the 
cost of living. Put it as you may, al­ 
though there are home economies that 
lalanoe much of the supposed tarings of 
boarding, the accounts are not the same. 
There is one element where saving is im­ 
possible— the charge for rent. In the 
city, wnere the head of the family must 
be within reach of his business offi’ee, this 
is a fixed charge that frequently turns the 
balance to the side ot the boarding-house. 
Add the i -t of fuel, where economy is 
limited by climate, and, for some families, 
it is utterly impossible to make both ends 
meet on the housekeeping basis, while the 
tdan oí K arcing shows a narrow balance. 
These are valid reasons for the desertion 
of the household by so many families in 
modern social life. 
This is not as it ought to he. Every 
argument advanced by the noble-hearted 
ladies who defend the housekeeping sys­ 
tem is valid. Every encomium which they 
lavish up hi it is deserved, if country 
life gains ¡>y comparison with city life in 
any respect; if there fiourish there in 
greater profusion or sturdier growth the 
virtues liiat llower into true nobility of 
character, it is because there the home is 
as necessary 
it i- -acred—tiie beginning 
and the end of life and lalior. House­ 
keeping is not a failure. But there are 
strong forces operative against it in mod­ 
ern life. A discussion of these and of the 
way to meet and neutralize them would be 
a fortunate issue of the question that has 
been raised.

“W hat shall I do ?” asks many a child, 
and certainly the little ones want employ­ 
ment as well as grown people, and they 
ought to have it; but what shall it be ? 
After the school hours the child’s brain 
needs relaxation, and many a mother is 
often at a loss to find something to amuse 
her child, or thinks so little about it that 
it becomes a matter of no consequence to 
her, 
I the children are left to their own 
devices 
jd amusement where they 
will. 
How easy it is to find employment of 
some kind for them, even if it is ever so 
trifling, for any novelty pleases a child. 
How often we read of the dreadfal 
things that children do for the want of 
amusement, and how much better it is to 
fill every hour of their life with some 
occupation! 
As a child grows older and the mind ex­ 
pands, many are the puzzling questions 
that are asked, and if one is too busy with 
one’s own daily duties the child is 
relegated to the usually ignorant nurse for 
amusement. This is well enough for the 
very young children, but as they grow 
older they need the services of a culti­ 
vated, educated governess, so that they 
will he instructed properly, and not have 
to fall back on their own resources. 
Good books for children are always 
accessible, and when they are tired of 
reading, the various amusements whicli I 
am going to speak of can be indulged in. 
A piece of canvas with the letters of 
the alphabet worked across the top from 
side to side, and the Roman figures up to 
ten, with a motto to finish out the piece 
of work, forms one of the samplers that 
our grandmothers were so fond of making, 
and which it is now becoming the fashion 
for little girls to make. 1 have lately 
seen one that was worked over a hundred 
years ago, and the motto on it is as follows: 
This work in hand my friends may have 
When I am dead and laid in the grave. 
Random work, done with worsteds on 
canvas, is very easy for a child to do, as 
there is no set pattern, and it can be 
worked in any design, provided all the 
stitches are crossed the same way. 
Bags of various colored beads can be 
kept in the bureau drawer to be brought 
out when the worsteds fail to please, and 
these can be bought for 25 cents. What 
mother does not remember her own de­ 
light when a child in making necklaces of 
these bright, shining gold and silver and 
glass beads. Little clusters can also be 
strung together and sewn on a silk or tulle 
dress, and what child is there that would 
not be delighted to find she could help to 
make something that she could wear to a 
party or a dancing-school ? 
Not only do children care for what 
pleases the eye, but they like to see some 
of their work completed. They are like 
grown people in this as well as in other 
respects. 
Stringing beads with pieces of bamboo 
to make a jiortiere is a pleasing occupation, 
and where there are many children in the 
family each can choose a different color, 
and arrange the pieces according to their 
fancy. 
Dissecting maps of all countries can be 
l>ought for $1 and upward, and the pleas­ 
ure of uniting these irregular bits of wood 
is instructive as well as amusing. I have 
seen a child puzzle over a piece of New 
York, wondering where it belonged and 
not allowing any one to assist her in find­ 
ing the place for it, which she discovered 
eventually by turning it upside down. 
In this way a child becomes familiar 
with the jKtsitions of the countries and 
States, and it would be a good lesson to 
ask them from which State or country the 
different articles in the room come, or" how 
they could travel from place to place. 
Stone blocks can be bought by the box 
for a small sum, and a miniature tower of 
Babel erected in a short time, without the 
confusion of tongues. This gives one a 
first lesson in architecture, which develops 
as the child grows older. 
A debuscope is a small triangular box 
open at one side, with two pieces of look­ 
ing-glass arranged in it to form a right 
angle. When this is placed over a piece 
of bright colored cloth, of whatever design 
you please, it is reflected in the glass, and 
by placing it on the table one can retain 
the picture as long as one wishes. In this 
way the debuscope has the advantage over 
the kaleidoscope, as the latter changes at 
the slightest movement. 
Paint boxes are always in great demand, 
as nothing amuses the children more than 
bright colors; also tracing slates teach the 
importance of making a straight line. 
These can be bought for 20 cents and up­ 
ward, and as a child grows older and im­ 
proves in drawing the pictures that come 
with the slates are more elaborate, and 
this early training has often been the be­ 
ginning of an artist’s career. 
Making allumets or tapers is another 
way to occupy children, and let it be their 
duty to keep the allumet box filled, and 
they will soon begin to find that they are 
of some use in the household and objects 
of some importance, instead of being in 
the way, as children too often find they 
appear to be regarded. 
„ 
Scrap books are to be kept for the rainy 
days. And what a treat they are, and 
how a child enjoys the pasting in of pic­ 
tures. They soon learn how to select the 
l>est positions and to classify the subjects. 
I have seen children’s scrap books that 
I could hardly believe were made by 
them, so neatly and beautifully were they 
done. These books can be bought for 30 
cents or more, according to size, and they 
always have bright, fancy covers to attract 
the eye. 
Stamp albums are more particularly for 
boys, 1 believe, although little girls like 
them, too, and these cost only 75 cents. 
A sheet of stamps of all countries does not 
cost much, while envelopes filled with 
stamps can be bad for the small sum of 
five cents. This certainly gives a child 
a good idea of foreign postage. 
The graces and shuttlecock and hattle- 
door cost $1 25 each, and these are prettv, 
graceful games, not only for young chil­ 
dren, but for those of larger growth, and 
compel a certain amount of healthy exer­ 
cise. Cup and ball is quite a difficult 
thing to manage, but I have seen a child 
catch the hall fifty times in succession, 
which, of course, requires a correct ere 
and a good deal of practice. They cost 
25 cents and can be bought at any toy 
stoie. 
The games of loto and letters arc 
instructive, as well as amusing, and serve 
to occupy many a pleasant evening. 
In the autumn llie interest is awakened 
in the gathering of the turning leaves. 
These must be pressed between newspapers 
until the dampness is all absorbed, and 
when they are quite dry they are beauti­ 
ful to decorate a room with. 
A frieze of these is very effective, espe­ 
cially if the wall pa|>er is of a light, deli­ 
cate tint. The panels of the doors also 
can be decorated by pinning them in 
large clusters or trailing them- like a vine. 
The leaves are easily kept in [dace with 
tiny baby pins. 
Slaking paper and wax flowers are 
pretty occupations, and it will delight a 
child to see a bouquet grow under her 
little fingers.

Men are certainly not born free and 
equal in natural qualities; when they are 
born, the predicates “free” and “equal” in 
the political sense are not applicable to 
them ; and as they develop, year by year, 
the differences in the political potentiali­ 
ties with which they really are born be­ 
come more and more obviously converted 
into actual differences—the inequality of 
political faculty shows itself to be a neces­ 
sary consequence of the inequality of nat­ 
ural faculty. It is probably true that the 
earliest men are nomads. But aniODg a 
body of naked, wandering savages, though 
there may be no verbally recognized dis­ 
tinctions of rank or office, superior strength 
and cunning confer authority of a more 
valid kind than that secured by acts of 
Parliam ent; there may be no property in 
things, but the witless man will be pover­ 
ty-stricken in ideas, the clever man will 
be a capitalist in that same commodity, 
which in the long run buys all other com­ 
modities ; one will miss opportunities, the 
others will make them; and, proclaim hu­ 
man equality as loudly as you like, W it­ 
less wiil serve his brother. So long as 
men arc men and society is society, human 
equality will be a dream ; and the assump­ 
tion that it does exist is as untrue in fact 
as it sets the mark of impracticability on 
every theory of what ought to be which 
starts from it.—Prof. Jluxlcy in Popular 
Science Monthly.

Annie Besant, the English Socialist, who 
is about to visit New Y’ork, is a tall, thin, 
sad-faced woman, with wavy dark hair, 
and “the pluck of a flamingo.” She edits 
a labor paper called the Kite; is a sister- 
in-law of W alter Besant, the novelist; has 
lately figured conspicuously and unsuc­ 
cessfully in an action for libel. 
The assassination of Alexander II. of 
Russia is to be commemorated at St. 
Petersburg by the erection of a magnifi­ 
cent church on the spot where the trag­ 
edy took place. A large sum had been 
subscribed toward the work, which is be­ 
ing carried on under the auspices of a 
committee of which the Grand Duke 
Vladimir is President. The confidential 
functionary who had charge of the funds, 
in whom this aristocratic committee of 
course had “unbounded confidence,” has 
disappeared, and $250,000 has gone with 
him, the melancholy result being that 
the Emperor has insisted upon his brother, 
the Grand Duke Vladimir, replacing the 
deficiency out of his private fortune—an 
order which has caused the relations be­ 
tween them to become decidedly strained. 
Mr. Stanley, says the Manchester Exami­ 
ner. is above all things a man of action, a 
man, in some res[iects, after the heart of 
Thomas Carlyle. “Send him to God,” is a 
phrase short, sharp and decisive, which 
the preacher who discoursed so eloquently 
and at such length on the virtue of silence 
would have made the text of many a fruit­ 
ful and pithy comment. In an age when 
the moral backbone is apt to be weak and 
the sense of responsibility weighs like a 
nightmare on the spirit of our rulers, it is 
refreshing to couie across a fellow-creature 
who, strong in the courage of his convic­ 
tions, and not afraid to act in consonance 
with them, dares to do. Had Mr. Stanley 
hesitated when the cowardly rascals whom 
he had rescued, mutinied ; had he allowed 
himself to speculate as to what “public 
opinion” night say, the fate of the Eiuiu 
Pasha expedition might have been a very 
different one. In the teise language of the 
narrative “he executed the ringleader, and 
had no more trouble witli traitors.” 
The 
moral of the story will lie read differently 
by men of varying casts of thought. To 
the Bismareks of this world, alive to the 
fact that stern and prompt action is often, 
after all, the most humane in the long run, 
the words, “Depart to God,” will ring out 
with a sound like the commands of the 
Prophets of the Hebrews of old. Satisfied 
that they have done—not merely talked— 
their best for the interests of the present, 
they are content to let “responsibility” take 
care of itself. 
The righteousness of their 
deeds they leave to be decided by their re­ 
sults in the future. 


The Observer (Pres.) says: “Mayor i irant 
has appointed a Roman Catholic gentle­ 
man as School Commissioner in place of 
auother Roman Catholic, Mr. Kelly. This 
calls attention to the anomalous condition 
of our public schools, which are good 
enough to be taught by Roman Catholics, 
but at the same time are so godless that 
Roman Catholic Bishops and priests issue 
proclamations threatening penalties if 
children are sent to them by Roman Cath­ 
olic parents.” 
The Christian Intelligencer (Ref.) says- 
“The attempt to carryover to the Unita­ 
rian platform the popular and numerous 
organization known as the ‘King’s Daugh­ 
ters,’ must attract considerable attention. 
Tens of thousands of the daughters of 
Evangelical churches and families are 
wearing these badges. It will be a sad 
surprise to them to learn that despite 
earnest protest the constitution has been 
made strictly Unitarian by deliberate ex­ 
cision of all reference to tlie Atonement as 
to the one ground of salvation, and if we 
mistake not there must he a return to the 
old position, or there will be a general 
withdrawing of members from the old or­ 
ganization and the formation of a new and 
Evangelical order of King’s Daughters.” 
The Christian Union says: “We trust, in 
the interest of Christian work and Chris­ 
tian feeling, that those who have with­ 
drawn will not attempt to organize a new 
body with the title of the ‘Evangelical 
Order of King’s Daughters,’ which is 
threatened. It is, indeed, very doubtful 
whether, if an appeal were taken to the 
Courts, they would be allowed so to do. 
The title ‘King’s Daughters’ M ongs to 
the original Order, and it would be doubt­ 
ful morality for a seceding body to assume 
it, and more than doubtful for it, in so 
doing, to add to its own title an epithet 
which would imply that the original Or­ 
der was unevangelical. In fact, all its 
officers and the members of its council are 
members of Trinitarian communions, but 
it wisely eschews words which have be­ 
come the insignia of battle, and welcomes 
to a common work for Christ all who are 
willing to work ‘in His name.’ ” 
The Freeman’s Journal (R. C.) indicates 
what it considers the just settlement of 
the school problem : “It is not a division 
of the public funds among the thousand 
religions of America; it is the easy and 
natural admission of voluntary schools 
into the public system. A school, in or­ 
der to obtain its per capita grant, should, of 
course, have its limitations and conditions 
made for it. It should contain, say, at 
least fifty pupils for city districts and 
twenty-five for country; and the State 
should further have the" right to exact a 
standard of secular education equal to that 
in its own schools. In regard to the re­ 
ligion taught in these voluntary schools, 
the State would and could have nothing to 
do. The State recognizes no religion as 
such ; but it is equally true, on the other 
hand, that the State has engaged itself not 
to oppress any persons because of their re­ 
ligious creed. It will cease its discrimina­ 
tion against Catholics, and fulfill its profes­ 
sions, when it admits voluntary schools 
into its public system—not before". 
The Central West (Pres.) says: “Our 
Roman Catholic friends are considerably 
stirred up over the claim made by Dr. 
Harsha in a recent sermon, that St." Pat­ 
rick was ‘as near a Presbyterian as any­ 
thing else.’ 
If they will read history dis­ 
passionately they will find that D r.'llar- 
sha’s claim can be triumphantly main­ 
tained. 
Nearly all the dogmas which 
to-day distinguish the Papal Church from 
the Presbyterian have been promulgated 
since St. Patrick’s times. 
The wor­ 
ship of the Virgin Mary, of the saints, the 
infallibility of the Pope of Rome, trans­ 
substantiation, and the rest, were evi­ 
dently unknown to St. Patrick. 
The 
staple of his preaching was just that heard 
to-day from Presbyterian anil other Protest­ 
ant pulpits. 
There is not a word about 
purgatory or extreme unction or auricular 
confession, or any other dogma now 
deemed by the Papal Church so essential 
to salvation. 
Indeed, the good saint’s 
teachings sound very much "like an ex­ 
tract from the Presbyterian Confession of 
F aith” 
The Christian Leader (Univ.) says: 
“Joseph Cook lately said some disparag­ 
ing things of Univeralism and some things 
more disparaging of Unitarianism. He 
set his heavy loot down on the latter with 
peculiar energy and satisfaction, remark­ 
ing, ‘Unitarianism in Boston has been a 
local giant. After 100 years of unpar­ 
alleled opportunity it is "a local cripple.’ 
Much more was said by the Monday lec­ 
turer in the same vein. His purpose, as 
openly declared, was to so exhibit the ‘un­ 
evangelical sects’ to the Orieut, whence 
they are at length sending missionaries, 
as to let it be known that these phases of 
Christianity have already been tried here 
in the Occident and found wanting. In 
all this Mr. Cook was not handsome. His 
motives are not above suspicion. W hat 
he did was ‘strategic,’ but it was not high- 
minded. It savors of politics. He means 
to foreclose our opportunity in ‘the Ori­ 
ent,’ and make his evil prediction fulfill 
itself. A larger and finer type of man would 
have recognized with cordial approval the 
presence of the missionary spirit in the 
‘unevangelical sects,’ and if he could not 
predict great results from their efforts, 
would have given them at least a few 
grains of credit. 
Unlike his Hebrew 
namesake, this Joseph knows not how to 
return good for evil.” 
“Farmton” says, in the Advance: “Fre­ 
quently am I invited to tea at the house 
of some parishioner. A blessing is always 
asked at the table. As I sit down it is 
easy for me to detect whether the blessing 
represents a custom. The behavior of the 
children, as well as the behavior of the 
maid, is a dear indication of whether the 
pater-familias is accustomed to say grace. 
I am frequently asked to say grace, but I 
rejoice in the growth of that custom by 
which the visiting minister is not asked. 
It is, I think, becoming more usual for the 
head of the family, as »e call by courtesy, 
no matter how it may really be, the hus­ 
band and father, to say grace himself. It 
is, 1 thick, a right which belongs specially 
to him; a right, of course, which he may 
delegate, if he pleases, but a right which 
I am always glad for him to keep and 
to exercise. There is a special fitness in 
him who represents the household asking 
God’s blessing upon the household as it 
gathers about the table. The same princi­ 
ple applies to the pronoun ting the bene­ 
diction in the public meetings of the 
church. It was formerly the rule for the 
most distinguished or oldest of those 
ministers present to pronounce the bene­ 
diction. Bnt now the custom is obtaining 
for the pastor himself, whoever may be 
present, to pronounce these words of vale­ 
dictory ble*.-ing.

The tonal 
resources of ‘good English’ are rich and 
satisfying, and no intonation is endurable 
that neglects or falsifies them. The offi­ 
ciant should sing as naturally and simply 
as he speaks or reads. The note of intona­ 
tion depends upon the register of his voice. 
G is the conventional note, but the true 
and normal note is that on which a chest 
tone may be delivered with the least fa­ 
tigue or constraint. Most men should in­ 
tone on a lower note, as the tenor register 
is exceptional in this country. For the 
1 aritone or bass, the note must range be­ 
tween ( a n d !. I orced intonation wearies 
both officiant and people, and kills devo­ 
tion; so does false intonation most effectu­ 
ally. If an officiant ‘sharps’ o r‘fiats’ per­ 
sistently, ii is, esthetically, a sin for him 
to attempt intonation. Affectation, con­ 
sciousness, striving for effect, unintelligi­ 
ble rapidity of utterance, are all radical 
blemishes. The officiant to edification 
must sing as naturally and spontaneously as 
he reads. The chest tone is indisponsible; 
the head tone and falsetto are unendurable. 
The choral service is falsified unless the 
officiant is at ease, sure o f intonation, and 
both reverent and intelligible in delivery.” 
The Rev. Augustine F. Hewit says, in 
the (athmir World: "1 have been curious 
to discover what it is in the argument for 
Catholic and denominational schools de­ 
rived from the rights of parents as opposed 
to the interference of the State, which has 
touched to the quick the sensitive nerve in 
certain distinguished advocates of what is 
called an uncertain system of education.

It would 
seem that the question of the religious and 
Christian element in education is a plain 
one. to be discussed on general principles, 
some of which are common to all Mono­ 
theists, others to all believers in a revela­ 
tion contained in those books of the Bible 
which 
they recognize as belonging 
to the authentic canon, and the rest 
to all who acknowledge the Chris­ 
tian 
religion. 
As to* the practical 
question of the way in which religious 
education is to he carried on, it is admitted 
by all to be on American principle that 
j>erfect freedom must be guaranteed to so­ 
cieties and individuals, so long as that lib­ 
erty is not abused to the detriment of 
rights which the State is bound to safe­ 
guard. Moreover, all who have distinct 
and specific convictions respecting the 
doctrinal and ethical truths and rules 
which constitute the substance and integ­ 
rity of the Christian religion, must regard 
it as of vital importance that children 
should 1* educated and instructed in the 
the same by competent and trustworthy 
l>ersons. Since Catholics are equal to uon- 
Catholies of all denominations in all re­ 
spects before the law, it would seem that 
the education of their children aud young 
people in schools where they are instructed 
in the principles and doctrines of their re­ 
ligion, ought to be regarded as strictly-in 
accordance with the spirit and letter of 
our laws, just as much as the celebration 
of our rites of worship, the preaching of 
sermons, and the publication of books. 
The same must be said, of cou-se, of Jew­ 
ish, Episcopalian, Presbyterian, and Meth­ 
odist schools.”

the

graphical unions; the Authors’ -Associa­ 
tion ; the great literary journals; the first 
writers of tiie day and the first American 
comjiosers, have united in appeals to Con­ 
gress to pass the bill. 
It would seem 
that where all those most immediately in­ 
terested are urgent for international copy­ 
right, Congress should 
not hesitate to 
pass the bill into a law. 


W h en the Rkcord-U nion, after the 
late city election, suggested that the peo­ 
ple had reason to exjiect from the new po­ 
lice officials special activity in suppressing 
lawlessness, it entertained the hope that 
expectation would be realized. 
Thus far 
it lias been, and the success of officer Frazee 
in penetrating to the inner temples of the 
Chinese gamesters proves that when the 
officials resolve to enforce the laws, the 
resolution can he carried out. 
The closing 
of the gambling houses having been or­ 
dered, it appears that there has 1-een no 
difficulty in executing the order. 
The ex­ 
cuse in the past has been that it was im­ 
possible for officers to gain admission to 
lottery, tan and other ulawful games. 
It 
has been demonstrated that with a will to 
accomplish that part of the work, there is 
always a way. 


I t is stated by some scientists that it 
does not follow that the introduction of 
smokeless powder will of necessity cause 
the vivid colors to lie abandoned in the 
uniforms of soldiers.

It is true, also, that what­ 
ever may be said for the positive colors, 
the neutral tints, those that blend most 
readily with the ground color, are the best 
for uniforms, just as a ship of war, the 
color of which is least distinguishable 
from the color of the sea. is held by naval 
■experts to be the least liable to have its 
approach discovered by the enemy. 


T h e decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States 
in 
the Minnesota 
Granger cases is, in a nutshell, that a 
State cannot so adjust railway rates as to 
deprive the owners of the lines of reasona­ 
ble profit. 
In other words, the fact that 
the roads are common carriers and char­ 
tered by the State docs not invest the lat­ 
ter authority with unlimited power in 
fixing rates. 
The roads are responsible 
for abuse of privileges, hut the Legislature 
has not the right to regulate them regard­ 
less of circumstances. 
The right to regu­ 
late does not carry with it the right to 
confiscate, and it is confiscation when own­ 
ership of property is not coupled with en­ 
joyment of it. 
The Court held that it is 
the duty of the Legislature to take into 
account all the conditions and to provide 
for a just ascertainment of the reasonable­ 
ness of the charges the State seeks to en­ 
force. 
To fix rates so low that the busi­ 
ness can he operated only at a lots is to 
seize the property of the owners without 
warrant of law. 


majority of the American States, since a 
majority of the Judges should concur to 
arrive at a judgment. 
Before such a Court, 
also, would be brought all questions in­ 
volving issues of a national character aris­ 
ing between citizens of distinct States, 
all questions of boundaries, of marine 
rights on 
high seas 
involving 
inter­ 
national dispute, aud matters of a similar 
character. 
It has seemed to us that such 
a Court would command respect through­ 
out the world that no other tribunal has 
had, and that its decisions would build up 
an international code far more satisfac­ 
tory than can Boards of Arbitration, or 
the wisdom of treatise writers. 
But the 
step taken by the Pan-American Congress 
is one of the most suggestive and pleasing 
of modern times. 
It indicates that the 
highest office of statesmanship is to be 
realized by direct decree on the part of the 
continents of the Western Hemisphere, to 
wit: that the great end of statesmanship 
is to conserve tranquillity rather than to 
gather strength for contention and war. 


THE PARDON OF YOUNG JANUARY. 


The crime for which Arthur D. Janu­ 
ary was sentenced to State’s Prison for ten 
years is still fresh in the minds of this 
people. 
H e was the son of the State 
Treasurer, a Deputy Treasurer, and lost in 
gaming money belonging to the State to 
t he amount of about $60,000. H e was par­ 
doned by Governor Waterman because he 
is in the last stages of consumption. 
There has been some slight criticism of 
the Governor’s action in this matter, hut 
it should be remembered that the pardon 
of a criminal who has but a few days or 
weeks remaining to him to live is an act 
of executive clemency altogether creditable 
to the humane instincts of the Governor 
who exercises it, as well as to the broad 
philanthropic sympathies of the common­ 
wealth in whose name and on whose behalf 
the mercy is extended. 
This pardon was 
strictly in accord with that higher and 
better view of the manner in which the 
discretion left in the Executive, relating 
to clemency, should be exercised. 
Those 
who criticise the action do not distinguish 
clearly between ;he pardon of a dying 
criminal and the pardonableness of the 
crime for which he was committed. Penal 
sentences are not inflicted by civil society 
on men through any sentiment of revenge; 
that may have been true in a more primi­ 
tive development of civilized conception, 
but in this day, society punishes crime for 
the disciplinary and deterative value of 
pumsliment. 
To pursue the criminal to 
death’s door would confer upon punish­ 
ment a malignant aspect most revolting. 
Nor is the precedent in the slightest de­ 
gree dangerous to the welfare of the State. 
I.et it go forth if it may, that men under 
sentence of death by decrees of Providence 
are entitled to the sympathy and clemency 
of their fellow men. 
There is no danger 
such a precedent will encourage crime or 
encourage convicts to contract consump­ 
tion. 
Robert G. Ingersoll, the eloquent 
infidel, once quoted the Beatitude, “Blessed 
are the merciful, for they shall obtain 
mercy,” and looking up with an unusually 
thoughful and reverential expression, said, 
“That is a perfectly fair proposition.” 
Every act of man necessarily bears fruit in 
its kind, aud the pardoning of young Janu­ 
ary is an act of mercy so justified by 
humanizing impulse that it will do far 
more good than harm. 


SOME NAVAL FACTS. 


Admiral David D. Porter, who has seen 
sixty-six years of service in the navy of 
the United States, contributes au article 
to the Eorth American Review on “Disci­ 
pline in the Navy,” that is one of the 
most valuable of recent contributions to 
the historical criticisms of the day. 
The 
Admiral points out that seven-tenths of 
the sailors in the navy of the United 
States are foreigners. A majority of them 
when shipped scarce speak the English 
language; they represent nearly all na­ 
tions under the sun; they come from all 
manner of merchant, marine, naval and 
coasting service, and at the outset have 
not a particle of American spirit. 
Out of 
this material a Commander in our navy is 
required to mold a serviceable force that 
shall do credit to the country. 
It is easily 
seen that a tremendous task is imposed 
upon our officers under these circum­ 
stances. 
That they succeed so well as 
they do excites the admiration of the 
Admiral. 
He cites the accident in Apia 
harbor last year, and the behavior of the 
American crews, as the most remarkable 
instance in all our naval history of what 
thorough discipline will accomplish. 
He 
begs from the public the most charitable 
judgment for our officers, and declares 
that while our disciplinary methods are 
the mildest of any nation, still we accom­ 
plish wonders. 
As to the marines, at whom the presáis 
disposed to aim the shafts of ridicule, the 
Admiral says they are the most useful arm 
of the naval service. 
Without them disci­ 
pline on American men-of-war would dis­ 
appear, and we could not fight a single 
ship. 
Instead of reducing the marine 
force he advises that it be greatly en­ 
larged, and avers that in this advice every 
officer in the American navy will concur. 
The need for establishing sources for sup­ 
ply of American blue-jackets he deems 
imperative. 
At present there is hut one 
American training school of boys for naval 
service, and the entire navy looks upon it 
with tenderest regard, as it is the only 
means through which a leaven of Ameri­ 
canism is introduced into the crews of our 
ships. 
The paper of Admiral Porter is 
one that ought to be read by all thought­ 
ful people, since it is full of interesting 
information, and appeals to the patriotic 
spirit in the strongest manner. N o one 
can peruse the article and not feel his 
cheeks tingle with mortification over the 
situation in which our navy is now placed, 
by reason of the lack of American skilled

“ The above is interesting from the point 
of view of the jiast.

first startled the jieople of the United 
States, believing that they saw in it a 
menace to the newlv-established Federal 
Government aud a possibility of rebellion 
and war, there might have been reason in 
the opposition. 
In this day, however, we 
look u[>on Free Masonry as one of the 
many means by which men are banded 
together tor their common benefit. 
Its 
extent is prodigious, its Orders innumer­ 
able. It was natural, therefore, that Thur­ 
low Weed, who began his political life 
with such strenuous opposition to the Ma­ 
sonic Orders, should have become, in later 


1 years, their friend. 
It was a spasmodic 
opposition that influenced those men in 
the earlier days, which caused them to 
unite and fight under bonds which were 
no less powerful than were those of the or­ 
ganization which they 
opposed. 
The 
Evening Journal to-day counts among its 
stanchest 
friends devotees of Masonic 
principles. 
If there ever was an issue 
that is past, this is the one.”

The M ode of Life in the Austrian D o­ 
m inion. 
(From the London Standard.] 
The Archduke Joseph, Commander of 
the Hungarian Honved army, has made 
the language, traditions and habits of the 
gypsies his special study. 
Extensive as 
the literature about this strange and inter­ 
esting people already is, the researches of 
the Archduke have brought several un­ 
known features to light, and he is indefati­ 
gable in correcting existing errors and in 
creating a scientific interest for his friends, 
the gypsies. 
H is opportunities for enter­ 
ing into their mysteries have been excep­ 
tional. 
There are in Hungary no fewer than 
80,000 gypsies, and some 200,000 in the 
neighboring Roumania. 
The Archduke 
is visiting their settlements one after an­ 
other, and to his thorough knowledge of 
the language, as well as to his exalted 
rank, it may be attributed that the gyp­ 
sies, who wantonly deceive other savants, 
reveal their secrets without hesitation 
to the 
“royal 
gypsy,” 
as 
the 
Arch­ 
duke 
allows 
himself jokingly 
to 
be 
called. 
H e published some "time ago 
as the first result of his studies, a gram­ 
mar and dictionary of the gypsy language, 
the most complete book on the subject in 
existence; and he read a paper a few days 
ago before the Ethnographical Society of 
Budapest, 011 the origin and habits of his 
proteges, wliich will shortly appear in 
print in the late Crown Prince Rudolph’s 
serial work, “Austria-IIungarv with Pen 
and Pencil.” 
The Archduke Joseph supports Grell- 
mann’s theory of the Hindustani origin of 
all gypsies, by comparing the two lan­ 
guages. 
He says, for instance, that the 
word suow, which in Hindustani is hima, 
is in tue gypsy language him, and the 
word for carrier, in the one language laya, 
is the other lei and lei-a, so that in both 
languages Himalaya means the bearer of 
snow. 
Many other instances of the same 
sort are given, which it is unnecessary to 
quote, as it is no longer doubted that the 
slopes of the Himalaya mountains were 
the home of all the gypsies at present in 
Europe, where their first appearance is 
traced to the year 1417. 
It is of far 
greater interest to learn something of 
their views and habits. 
The earth (phno) has existed, in their 
opinion, from eternity, and is the original 
of everything that is good. 
God they call 
“devel,” and the devil they call “beng.” 
They fear both, and curse both when they 
are in bad luck, or in case of the death of 
one of their number; and they believe 
also in evil spirits, which can be chased 
away by throwing brandy, or in default of 
that liquor, water, upon the body or ujxm 
the grave, whenever they pass it. 
They 
swear by their dead, and that is their 
most solemn oath, which is rigorously kept 
in honor; they do not, however, believe in 
a life after death. 
Their language has no 


word for paradise, and none for heaven, 
but the home of the devil (heng-ipe) they 
know. 
The religion they profess, either for con­ 
venience sake, or under compulsion, lias 
no real hold upon them. 
They embrace 
the religion of the people who allow them 
to settle in their midst, and call them­ 
selves “Christians,” but remain in reality 
heathens, cherishing the traditions of the 
I ire worshij>ers, which they seem once to 
have been. The bajitism of a child, for in­ 
stance, as performed by the priest, has no 
real value for them tdl the eldest of the 
clan has held the babe oyer a large open 
fire. 
This is the real reception into the 
community, whatever 
outward religion 
they may profess. 
Of the gypsies in Hungary there are 
24.000 orthodox, 23,000 Greek Catholics, 
20.000 Roman Catholics, and 9,000 Pro­ 
testants of the Helvetian confession, which 
answers pretty well the proportion of 
creeds in the districts which tolerate them, 
the Protestants being less inclined to per­ 
mit them to remain in their vicinity. The 
gypsies are generally held up as bad ex­ 
amples of superstition, witchcraft and 
similar failings. 
Each of their colonies is ruled bv an 
elder, who, in Hungary, Ro m ania and 
Bohemia, is called vejvadu. The elder has 
the power of punishing, and he usually 
uses the stick for more serious crimes, re­ 
sorting, for lesser ones, to boxing the ears 
of the culprit. 
His authority is supreme, 
and it need not he the eldest man who is 
raised to the dignity of a vejvadu, hut, in 
Hungary, at least, it must be one who can 
read and write, in order to defend his peo­ 
ple before the authorities. 
The rejvudu 
baptizes after the gypsy fashion, asalreadv 
mentioned, and, of course, lie performs the 
marriage ceremony and the burial rites. 
The bridal pair are married in church, 
but what we should call civil marriage, 
namely, the ceremony before the vejvadu, 
must precede it for the marriage to have 
validity in the eyes of the community. 
This ceremony is as solemn as could be de­ 
sired. 
The parents of both bride and 
bridegroom bring the young peojde before 
the chief, who addresses them in bombastic 
jdirasesof traditional wording, reminding 
them of the duties of married life. There- 
ujxrn an earthen vessel is smashed to 
pieces, and a great libation, in which 
brandy is the principal beverage, finishes 
the festival. 
After this ceremony the 
young people, of whom the bridegroom is 
seldom older than 15 and the bride 12, are 
considered duly married. 
As a rule, the 
religious ceremony follows only years aiter- 
ward, as a concession to Christian feeling, 
not as a necessity for themselves. 
_ The clan-chief inflicts the severest pun­ 
ishment, namely, the greatest number of 
strokes with a heavy stick, upon adulter­ 
ers, and he arrogates also the right of dis­ 
solving marriages, whatever the civil or 
church authorities may have against it. 
hamily lite is very simple and, as a rule, 
very happy. 
The father is the absolute 
master of his house, and where commu­ 
nistic ideas prevail, namely, where several 
families live together, the Magistrate they 
elect out of their midst has the same abso­ 
lute authority over each member of the 
community. 
He is called the “vajda,” 
sometimes, also, the “uncle,” or the “first 
friend,” and his insignia are a dolman 
with big silver buttons and a stafl’ with a 
silver knob. 
He, too, must he able to 
read and write, and he must strictly keep 
to the traditions aud ceremonies of old. 


SIGHTS A DIVER SEES. 


Lover» R illing and Cooing at the Hottom 
of the River. 
Old Ned Barron, one of the best veteran 
New York divers, narrated the following 
pathetic reminiscence to a Chicago Times 
m an: “A few seasons ago I was sent for to 
come on and try to recover the bodies of a 
young man and young woman who liad 
been drowned in the lake ott Milwaukee. 
“W ith a party of friends they had been 
enjoying a sail on a little yacht. A sudden 
squall came up and the vessel waseajisized. 
The young man was a good swimmer, and 
tried hard to save the girl, but, crazed with 
terror, she clung to him and hampered his 
eforts until he became exhausted, and both 
sank together in full view of the others of 
the party, all of whom had gained a hold 
on the hottom of the boat and were soon 
rescued, 
“The drowned couple were to have been 
married that very week—in fact, they 
were buried on the day set for their wed­ 
ding. 
They were wellto-do nice people, 
and the whole story made me awful sad, so 
that I really wished I hadn’t been told it 
all. 
“\\ ell, I went down and walked around 
the hottom of that part of the lake for 
almost three days. 
Toward sunset of the 
third day 1 had almost given up work for 
the day, and I had come up around the 
edge of a big ledge of rock, when 1 found 
them. 
“The weather had been fine, the sun 
bright and the still water was unusually 
clear. 
I was about forty feet below the 
surface; the rock was probably 106 feet in 
length, sixty feet wide, and the outer edge 
was rough and jagged. 
Well, the two of 
them were just like sitting down together 
on the end of the ragged rock, on which 
the lady’s dress had caught and held them 
fast. 
She leaned up against his chest, 
with one arm around his neck, and her 
long beautiful light hair hung over her 
neck and shoulders. 
“He was holding her tightly with one 
arm around her waist, while the other was 
stretched out as if grasjiing for something. 
Their eyes were wide open, and they both 
looked as natural and perfect as life. Both 
were handsome and well dressed. H is gold 
watch chain gleamed in the light, and the 
diamond of her engagement ring sparkled 
like fire. 
“I guess I must have stood there admir­ 
ing of them fully ten minutes. 
Why, it 
seemed almost as if they were alive, and I 
felt almost as if ashamed of intruding on 
their love scene o f‘hilling and cooing.’ My 
heart heat like a steam force-pump, and it 
just aciied, I tell you. 
But 1 came to my 
senses, and walked up, disentangled her 
dress, put my arm around them, pulled the 
signal rope, and we were drawn up all to­ 
gether. 
When we get ashore with the 
bodies it nigh broke my tough old heart 
to see and hear them go on. 
I can’t stand 
those things as I used to once.” 


ALL AROUND THE WORLD. 


The tabie upon which Oliver Cromwell 
signed the death-warrant of Charles I. 
was sold recently to a London antiquary 
for $710. 
The appliance of hydraulic power to the 
manufacture of steel seamless boats is one 
of the latest things in England. 
These 
boats are thought to be in every particular 
superior to those made of wood, and can 
be made at about the same cost. 
Sam Bailey, of Nashville, Mich., came 
across three rats in the road some time ago 
and all of them had hold of a straw travel­ 
ing along. 
On closer investigation he 
found that the two outside rats were lead­ 
ing the center one, which was blind. 
Some days ago a drummer tried to sell 
whetstones from a quarry in Ohio to a 
Raleigh hardware firm.

THIRTY YEARS AGO. 


INTERESTING INCIDENTS OF THE BIG 
FIRE ON SEVENTH STREET. 


T h e S to n e-Itell A ffray In th e L eg isla tu re, 


E n d in g in th e D e a th o f B e l l - 


M inor N o tes. 


A couple of weeks ago, under the head­ 
ing “ T hirty Years Ago,” we published a 
brief account of an incendiary fire that 
occurred in the basement of W eston’s 
building, on Seventh street, between K and 
L (now a portion of the Capital H otel site), 
on the 4th of March, 1860, and w hich de­ 
stroyed property to the am ount of $30,000. 
P. J. Toll, Searles & Bragg, Dr. Morgan, J. 
W . Reeves, Robert Lynch (proprietor of 
the M onongahela 
House), and Messrs. 
Blunt, Thomas H ill, Captain F. C. Sm ith, 
H . M. Bernard, Juan de Efaseta, J. W. 
Stewart and Mr. Stevenson were the chief 
sufferers. The fact was also mentioned 
that three sons of Captain Sm ith barely 
escaped with their lives, the eldest bearing 
his younger brother through the smoke 
and flames from the second story to the 
sidewalk. 
An old resident of the city, who rem em ­ 
bers the event, and its thrilling scenes, 
relates several incidents that occurred dur­ 
ing and after the fire. The livery and sale 
stable occupied a greater portion of the 
property referred to, and was kept by P. J. 
Toll and Captain F. C. Sm ith, both well- 
known in the early history of the State. 
The family of Cap'ain Sm ith had tneir 
rooms in the second story, and at tbe tim e 
of the fire were soundly sleeping. Owing to 
the inflam mable m aterial contained in the 
basement, which was occupied by horse- 
stalls, hay, etc., the tire spread rapidly, and 
it was only by tbe most untiring efforts of 
all the help available that the anim als in 
the basement were saved. 
An am using incident of chagrin on the 
part of one of the owners of a team of 
eight white mules, which were the envy of 
all the teamsters to W ashoe valley in those 
days, occurred after the fire. 
It ¡3 charged 
against one of the two of onr present towns­ 
men (Jas. Kasebere and W . L. Pritchard) 
both of whom were proudly possessed of 
spanking eight and ten mule teams at that 
period. 
The team of white mules, eight in 
num ber, were stabled in the basement, and 
the proud owner had only the day before 
purchased a handsome new red-web halter 
for each anim al, and in the "fight for life” 
it was necessary to cut the halters and drive 
the anim als from the building, as it is well 
know n that a m ule would rather run di­ 
rectly into a fire than away from it. The 
next day the owner was very busy looking 
for tbe "gol-darned fool that cut them hal­ 
ters,” and it was only after much guying 
that he realized his luck in saving the 
mules. 
In the excitement it was generally sup­ 
posed that all persons in the second story 
of the building had escaped ; but, when al­ 
m ost too late, it was found that the three 
sons of Captain Smith, who roomed in a 
rem ote part of the building, had not been 
seen at a window, and some one hero­ 
ically undertook to go after them, when 
the boys appeared at one of the windows, 
w ith faces blanched with fear and crying 
for help, telling those below that the stair­ 
cases were gone and their chances of 
escape cut off. There being no ladders at 
hanu, they were told to jum p on some 
bales of hay that had been rolled out. 
One of the boys, Alphonso, leaped first and 
landed safely. 
The next son, George, 
grasped his younger brother in his arm s 
and jum ped, just as the wall fell in. The 
engines played 
their 
streams 
on 
the 
youngsters, who luckily escaped with but 
a ducking. The younger son referred to 
was Edwin F. Sm ith, still a resident of 
this city and Secretary of the State Agri­ 
cultural Society. At that time he was but 
eight years old. 
Being asked recently if 
he could recali the incident, he said" he 
could, and that he well remembers his reply 
to one of his playmates, who, meeting him 
as he was being carried out, asked him if 
he was injured, when he replied: “ Yes, 
I'm drow ned!” 
At noon on the 11th of April, John 
C. Bell, a member of the Legislature from El 
Dorado county, was shot at and stabbed by 
Dr. W . H. Stone. The affair occurred in 
the office of the Sergeant-at-Arms of tbe 
Assembly, and the trouble grew out of the 
attem pt to divide the county of El Dorado. 
Bell accused Stone of defeating the Demo­ 
cratic ticket in that county, and Stone 
called him a liar. 
Further hot words 
passed, and Bell struck at Stone w ith a 
roll of paper that he held in his hand. 
Stone then drew a pistol with his left hand 
and shot at Bell, the latter continuing to ad­ 
vance. Stone then drew a dirk-knife and 
stabbed Bell several times. 
H. L. Robey 
and others interfered and separated the 
m en. 
Bell was taken to the residence of 
W illiam Mara, where he died four days 
later. The witnesses at the Coroner's in­ 
quest were W. B. Carr, Charles P. W ilkins 
and John Conness. 
Before the Assembly passed the 
bulkhead bill it was amended, on motion 
of Mr. Conness, so as to provide that 5 per 
cent, of the gross receipts of the company 
should be paid to the State school fund. 
“ This," said the Union, in referring to the 
passage of the bill, “is abont the only re­ 
deeming feature of the bill.” 
Philip Smith, indicted for the m ur­ 
der of Thomas Rice, was acquitted on the 
<>!h of April. 1860, in Jackson, Amador 
county, w hither the esse was sent from 
Sacram ento on a change of venue. Frank 
Hereford, N. Greene Curtis and G. L. 
W aters, of this city, assisted in the prose­ 
cution, and Briggs, Axtell and Farley, of 
Amador, conducted the defense. 
Owing to a great storm which had 
blockaded the route from Placerville to 
Carson, flour had gone up in Virginia City 
to 50 cents a po“ ..d; sugar, $1: hay, 50 
cents, and barley 60 cents. Many houses 
had been blown down in that city, and the 
place was over-crowded with people. 
"Father" W augh, the anti-tobacco, 
anti-swearing, 
anti-drinking agitator, a 
good-natured old gentleman, who did a 
great deal of good and no harm , was then 
crusading abont the State. 
He generally 
confined his efforts to keeping children in 
the right oath. 
United States Senator Latham 's 
grey carriage team indulged in a runaway 
one day on K street, and dumped tbe Sen­ 
ator’s brother and coachman out in front 
of the Golden Eagle Hotel. The men were 
severely injured, and the horses and ve­ 
hicle damaged by the rnnaway.

S ign al O fficer B a rw lck Says a F ro st la 
P o ssib le T h is M orning. 
The Signal Service reports of yesterday 
m orning gave warning of a cold wave in 
W ashington and Oregon, the tem perature 
at Olympia being 2° below the freezing 
pcict, and at Raseburg 4° below, with an 
appreciable precipitation from Olympia to 
the California State line. 
The tem perature in this city at 5 a . m . 
and 5 p. m. was 54° and G0°, while the high­ 
est and lowest was 62° and 52°, as against 
62° and 50° on the same date last year. 
The highest and lowest one year ago to-day 
wa8 61° and 51°. 
It is to be hoped that the cold wave north 
of this State will rem ain there and not 
reach the Sacramento valley, for frost is 
som ething we do not now need. The tem ­ 
perature of the dew-point at 5 o’clock 
last 
night 
was 
27°, or 
5° 
below 
the freezing point, and if there were but 
light 
southerly breezes a frost 
m ight 
probably be visible this m orning (the 13lh) 
in low, dam p and exposed vineyards, etc. 
The weather predictions last evening, 
for up to 8 o’clock this morning, were: 
"W arm er, with fair weather:” but what the 
outlook will be by the indications in this 
m orning’s records can be better told than 
at 8 o’clock last night. 
The tem perature at 5 o’clock last evening 
was as follows at the Signal Service points 
named: Olympia, 42°; W alla W alla, 46°; 
Spokane Falls, 38°; Portland, 42®; Fort 
Can by, 52°; Roseburg, 50°; Eureka, 48°; 
Red Bluff, 62°. 
The barometer stands 
above 30 inches at all points. 
Tbe tem perature of tbe dew-point at 5 
o'clock last night was but 18° at Red Bluff 
22° at Roseburg. 30° at Portland, and 32° 
at Olympia. 
If there is any deposit of 
moisture caused by the cold of evaporation 
during last night, it would then, in all 
probability, be frost instead of dew.

The den was one of the foulest of the 
m any filthy underground recesses of China­ 
town, and was reached only after a march 
through a narrow, damp ana dark passage­ 
way that seemed to be fit only as a habita­ 
tion for the rats that infested it. 
The 
room in which the “ fiends” were found is 
about ten feet square, and thesm oke and foul 
air that filled it was alm ost thick enough 
to be cut with a knife. A more pestiferous 
atm osphere it would be difficult to im agine 
than that which the degraded creatures 
were trying to breathe, for it was only with 
an effort that the officers and the reporter 
who accompanied them kept from choking 
while the pipe-hitters were donning their 
clothing. This was probably one of the 
holes that the Health Officer failed to get 
into on his recent inspection of Chinatown.

W . N. D,-»inard.a pioneer resident of this 
city, cow living in Chicago, relates the fol­ 
lowing incident in his experience here in 
early days. 
Ube story is published in a 
magazine called The Law, and illustrates a 
curious feature of pioneer jurisprudence in 
She F ar West. 
H r. B rainard sa>*s: 
In the year 
1 was in tli- produce 
business in Sacram ento, California. 
6>ne afternoon ibe whole available force 
of the establishm ent was occupied receiv­ 
ing a large consigntnenJ of goods, and tbe 
sidewalk was blockaded with sacks of 
wheae, flour, etc., when tbree or four men, 
who evidently had bvzn taking of a lunch 
with "som ething 
on 
the side,” came 
along. 
“ W hy don’t you keep the sidewalk clear 
so that psople can pass 7 ” demanded one 
in an aggresive style. 
Being somewhat inclined to the corn* 
bative, 1 answered : “T hereis room enough 
for a sober m an to pass.” 
His response 
was a blow with his fist, which he instantly 
followed by attem pting to seiue me bv the 
throat. 
This proceeding on his part was a m is­ 
take. 1 was-something of an athlete in 
that epoch, and in an affair of the “rough 
and tum ble” style was Dot altogether out 
of my element.. In about fltceen seconds 
after hostilities opened, we. the belliger­ 
ents, were in tbe middle of the street, ac­ 
cording to subsequent report of-nanv spec­ 
tators, my adversary flat on blwback and I 
beating the devil s tattoo on his head. The 
interesti’-g performance and lc.rge and en­ 
thusiastic audience drew the attention of a 
deputy marshal of police, who put both 
combatants under arrest and sot out with 
two prisoners, form ing his rig b ta o d left 
wings, in tbe direction of Recorder Uac- 
Grew's Court, in the next sauare. 
W hen 
we came to the m outh of an alley aty as- 
saiiant broke away from the officer ana tied 
through the alley wit!» astonishing veloc­ 
ity. The guardian of public order: acting 
upon 
the 
principle 
that a 
prisoner 
in hand is w orth 
more to a police­ 
m an’s reputation than is one that is -ran- 
ishing in the dim distance, and in erring 
from appearances that 3 was the aggressor, 
let the fellow go and marched nte into the 
august presence of offended justice, 
if I 
had been in bis place, I believe I would 
have done as he did. 
The otlicer made the charge, but th e -wit­ 
ness who, according to ajtpearattces, cuaht 
to have come forward in the character of 
prosecutor, had run away. This was a cir­ 
cumstance in corroboran mi of nty state­ 
ment that I had been assaulted by the party 
whom I battered. Being personally known 
to the Judge, he accepted ia.y story aud al­ 
lowed me to depart. 
The Marshal, a bright young man named 
Aveliae, from Laporte, Ind., discovereü 
th at the nam e of my assailant was Smith. 
The next m orning he came to mv place of 
business and said: 
“ We have go't the feU 
low who attacked you, and ali your m en 
that saw the affair will appear in the Court­ 
room' at 10 o’clock to give testim ony.” 
On the trial, the Marshal, my associate 
in business, our bookkeeper "and myself 
were witnesses, and everyone of us iden­ 
tified the prisoner as the person who com­ 
mitted the assault. There was no doubt 
about it. 
For myself, could I m istake the 
adversary I nad fought with ? 
I recognized 
my own handiw ork in its effects about the 
m an's head and the m arks it had left on 
his face; I was sure of my own handw rit­ 
ing, ae it were. 
Recorder MacGrew asked the prisoner, 
who had no attorney, if he had any defense 
to make. 
I expected to see some of his 
companions, w hosaw at least the beginning 
of the affray, come forward as witnesses on 
his behalf; but none appeared. The pris­ 
oner stood up and said: 
“My name is 
Lee, and not Sm ith. I cannot distinctly 
remember how this fight began: I only 
know that our crowd had been drinking 
pretty freely, and I guess we were nearlv 
full. I hope your H onor will let m e off 
easy, and I promise to keep out of such 
row sin future.” 
The Court sentenced Smith, or Lee, to 
pay a tine of $25 and to be confined in the 
prison brig—our jail—five days. 
About six m onths afterward, a stranger 
came into m y storehouse and said to me: 
“How are you, Mr. Brainard r * I in ­ 
formed him that i was in my usual state 
of physical vigor. 
“ My nam e is Sm ith,” 
he went on saying, "and I nave come to 
apologias for m aking an assault on you 
some tim e ago, in front of your place". I 
had been with some friends taking in a 
cargo of solids and liquids, and I am sorry 
I made a fool of myself.” 
“T hat’s all right, Mr. Sm ith,” I said. 
"I 
believe I settled the account on ¡he spot, 
and the Court also gave you a pretty strong 
dose.” 
H e looked surprised. “The C ourt?” he 
said, inquiringly. 
“ W hy, I ran away from 
the Marshal when he was t a k i n g r.s to the 
Court. 
I got my hair and w h i s k e r s cut off, 
and left town the same e v e n iD g on a boat 
up th® river. Since then 1 have been living 
at Colusa, and yesterday was m y first ap­ 
pearance in Sacramento after that some­ 
what hurried departure.” 
It was now my turn to he astonished. 
I 
cross-examined him on the m atter of the 
combat, and became convinced that he was 
my adversary in that affair, and that he 
was not tbe man whom the positive testi­ 
mony of myself and three other eye-wit­ 
nesses of tbe battle had convicted and 
caused to be punished. 
I p u t myself at 
once to discover the solution of this m ys­ 
tery, 
I found the man Lee, Sm ith’s dupli­ 
cate, employed in 
a lumber-yard, and 
learned that he had been one of" the par­ 
ticipants in a “ free for all” battle in a 
grogshop the night following my affair with 
Smith : but, having been stupified with 
liquor, had only a confused recollection of 
a drunken brawl in which he had received 
severe punishm ent from some person u n ­ 
known. 
It was that affair for which he 
supposed he was being tried in the Record 
er’s Court, and he was not only amazed, 
but somewhat indiguaDt upon learning 
that in reality he bad been punished for 
another 
m an’s 
offense, 
committed in 
another place, at another time. 1 refunded 
to him the $25 which I felt that I had been 
the cause of taking from him unjustly, 
and pointed out to him the far more seri­ 
ous peril in which his drunken spree 
m ight have placed him . H ad tbe case of 
Sm ith been robbery or m urder, the situa­ 
tion of Lee would have been for him very 
grave. The positive testim ony of four in ­ 
telligent and sober young men to bis 
identity with the real offender m ight have 
outweighed in the deliberations of a jury 
that of his obfuscated companions. 
This occurrence admonished me to re­ 
gard with great distrust the testimony of 
witnesses that swear, positively to the 
identity of persons they have seen only 
once, and that perhaps- weeks or m onths 
before being called to testify.

The preparations lor the great work.of 
taking the census next June are now prac­ 
tically completed. The actual work of 
enum eration w ill cover about one month, 
when the returns will be sent in to the 
Census Bureau from all parts of the Union, 
and the work of classification and combina­ 
tion will begin. The entire country has 
been divided into 175 Supervisors’ districts, 
and under each, one of these Supervisors 
there will be from 150 to 200 or more 
enumerators, and each of these enum erat­ 
ors will have his boundaries of work rixed 
and his work classified as closely as possi­ 
ble. No Supervisor will have over 4,000. 
people to look after. 
The arm y of enumerators, some 35 000 
strong, will begin their work sim ultaneous­ 
ly on the 2d of June, and muet complete 
their labors w ithin a month. 
In cities of 
over 100,0041 population the canvass m ust 
be finished within two weeks. The enu­ 
merators m ust be residents ot their respec­ 
tive fields of operation, and are expected to 
be personally fam iliar w ith a good share 
of the people whom they visit. As a m atter 
of general interest we "append the list of 
questions which the enum erators will 
carry w ith them , to be answered hy citi­ 
zens; 
1. Give Christian nam e in full and initial 
of m iddle name, surnam e, 
2. W hether a soldier, sailor or m arine 
during the civil war (United States or Con­ 
federate) or widow of such person. 
3. Relationship to head of family. 
4. W hether white 
or black, mulatto,

C o l p s a , A p r i l 12th.—This was the second 
day’s session ot the Sacramento Presbytery. 
The special order of the day was the revis­ 
ion ot the confession of faith. A warm de­ 
ba e followed the question, being evenly 
divided. 
Rev. G raham of Chico said be 
was raised under the strongest Calvinistic 
teaching. 
H is whole atm osphere was C’al- 
vinistic. 
Yet, while quite a lad .b e said, 
questionings would arise in his m ind with 
reference to the strong statem ents found in 
the confession. 
W hile he loved Calvinism 
just as it,is taught in our confession, he had 
always difficulty in defending it. and while 
he look ground with the anti-revisionists, 
he was ham pered in his thoughts. 
Rev. H . L. Carden made a most extend­ 
ed and comprehensive speech. 
H e took 
his stand firm ly and unequivocally on the 
side of the levisiouists. 
H e said there was 
som ething in the confession that no man 
dared to preach in this day. This is an 
age of progress, and we are not aceepting 
things jus: because our fathers did. He 
referred to the old theory of the a-troao- 
m ers as an illustration. 
We had to go 
back on the teachings of our fathers be­ 
cause they were wrong in regard to the 
planetary systems. 
We do not impeach 
the integrity of Calvinism. All he wanted 
was the removal of the excrescences. He 
said the thirty-nine articles oí the Episco­ 
pal Church were Calvinistic to the core, 
but they did not contain the objectionable 
features of our confession. H e then took 
up the doctrine of reprobation, which con­ 
fession he said was for the glory of God. 
H e referred to the expression of God’s 
passing by the noii-eiect. 
We want a 
different mode of expressing it. 
We want 
a confession that we are not asham ed of 
and m at we can put boldly before our peo­ 
ple. 
H e referred to the fact that we are 
told that the members of the church are 
not required to subscribe to the confession 
but m inisters are. 
We w ant som ething 
that all can subscribe to. The dam uation 
of infants' was a 
horrible declaration. 
Tw ist that doctrine as you will and it will 
come back on you. No m inister dare teach 
or preach even the doctrine of elect of in­ 
fants. 
H e also treated of the heathen and 
showed the fallacy of the creed on this 
point. Then the doctrine of good works 
that, according to the creed, the works of the 
sinner were sinful, and if he did net do 
them it was a greater sin. 
H e then de­ 
fended the 
Catholic Church 
from the 
charge in the confession of being A nti­ 
christ. 
Dr. Nevins, of Dixon, made the strongest 
argum ent against revision, and Rev. Geo. 
P. Tindall, of Sacramento, made an argu­ 
m ent in l’avor of revision and then put 
the vote, and it stood 8 for and 0 against 
revision, a num ber of the delegates having 
taken the train for home and not voting. 
T he Presbytery will adjourn to-night.

Adams, United States M inister to Brazil, 
now on a leave of absence, added a chapter 
to the history of the Brazilian revolution 
in an interview to-day. 
He said: “The 
uprising occurred on Friday, November 
15th, four m onths after my arrival. It was 
not a rebellion at first, but only a revolt 
among the troops against an order that had 
been issued by the Em peror sending them 
into the interior of the country. 
“Dran Pedro was at Petropolis at the 
time, thirty miles distent from Rio Janeiro, 
the capital. 
He was telegraphed for. and 
went down to Rio, where the leaders, under 
the direction of Fonseca, now chief of the 
Republic, seized him . In the mean time 
the friends of the Republic had been cir­ 
culating am ng the troops, and soon the 
idet of establishing a Republic became 
noised about. 
"The leaders said that they had gone so 
far that thej’ could not retire, and finding 
that tbe arm y was w>th them they decided 
on the day following the uprising, which 
was Saturday, that they would give the 
Emperor twenty-four hours to leave the 
country, and accordingly the 
Em peror 
sailed away at 3 o’clock on Sunday after­ 
noon. 
“ I cabled full news of tbe uprising to 
Secretary Biaiue. He cabled back instruc­ 
tions to officially recognize the provisional 
Government, which I did at 8 o’clock on 
Wednesday 
morning, 
November 
20th. 
Though my Government was 9,000 miles 
away by cable. I was the first foreign M in­ 
ister and the United States the first country 
to recognize the provisional Government. 
"Because of this fact the most cordial re­ 
lations were established between the young 
Republic and this 
country. 
Secretary 
Blaine’s instructions were to m aintain dip­ 
lomatic relations with 
the 
provisional 
Government. I followed them out to the 
letter.”

W a s h i n g t o n , A pril 12tb.—The Republi­ 
can caucus committee having under con­ 
sideration the question of legislation on 
the silver question had another meeting 
to-day and is still in session. 
The whole 
subject is being thoroughly discussed with 
h view to arriving at some common ground 
upon which all can stand. 
Secretary W indotn was before the com­ 
m ittee to-day by invitation. 
H e remained 
with the committee about two hours and 
engaged in the discussion. 
H e was not 
disposed to intrude upon the original bill, 
but expressed himself willing to accent the 
terms of the measure reported bv the House 
Committee. 
The session of the comm ittee lasted until 
2 o'clock and then adjournm ent was taken 
until Monday ruoruiug. 
No vote was 
taken cn any oroposition and no conclusion 
was reached. 
The delay in arriving at an agreement 
appears to be caused by the injustice of the 
extrem e silver men upon absolute free 
coinage. The conservative element favors 
the House bill, and there is a leaven of 
restrictive feeling at work. 
The section of the House bill particularly 
attacked by tbe silver men is that m aking the 
Treasury notes issued in paym ent for bull­ 
ion redeemable in bullion. They argue 
that, the effect of this would be to pile up 
bullion in the Treasury aud g iv es warrant 
for the demand. 
The radical farmers’ element are for a 
gre.it Government 
warehouse in which 
their agricultural products may be stored 
and Government notes issued 
thereon. 
They want the Treasury notes redeemed in 
lawful money, which may be procured by 
coiniug the bullion purchased. 
On this point Secretary W indotn con­ 
tented hiDisell with reiterating his prefer­ 
ence for the House provision. 
H e also ex­ 
pressed a regret that the committee had 
stricken out of his bill the provision giving 
discretionary authority tosuepeud the bull­ 
ion purchases. 
Tne members of the Senate Republican 
Silver Committee have not had a meeting 
since Thursday night, and indications are 
that they will wait until the House and 
caucus announces its conclusion on the 
subject. This comm ittee consists ot Sen­ 
ators Morrill, Allison. Aldrich, Sherman, 
Jones and Hiscock, the six Republican 
members of the Committee on Finance, 
and Davis, Mitchell, McMillan, Mander- 
son, Platte. Pierce and Teller. Tbe silver 
men on this committee are contending for 
free coinage of the bullion produced in the 
United States and of Mexican ores smelted 
in the United States refineries. 
They say the entire am ount produced in 
the United States and Mexico, as shown by 
the statistics in the Treasury Department, 
is 57,000,000 ounces annually, 
all 
but 
700,000 
ounces 
beiDg 
native 
pro­ 
duct. This entire am ount, they claim, is 
not as great at the present values as the 
Secretary of the Treasury is required to 
purchase by the terms of the Jones bill. 
That bill requires the purchase m onthly of 
silver bullion of a value of $4,500,000, but 
they adm it the effect of the passage of the 
bill would be to increase the value of sil­ 
ver. 
In case they are unable to secure 
anything from the comm ittee more favora­ 
ble to them than the terms in Jones’ bill, 
the silver men will insist on a substantial 
increase of the paper currency of the coun­ 
try. There are several suggestions before 
tbe com m ittee respecting this point.

W a s h i n g t o n , April 12th.—The House 
Committee on Pacific Railroads to-day fur­ 
ther considered the Pacific railroad funding 
bill, beginning with Section 6, the first sec­ 
tion relatiog to the Cenlral Pacific. 
Al­ 
though but this one section of the bill was 
gone-over this morning, the result was sub­ 
stantial in the way of progress toward the 
conclusion of their subject, as this section 
contains the principle upon which the debt 
is to be adjusted. There was considerable 
discussion, at times characterized by some 
warmth, and those members who hereto­ 
fore opposed the Central Pacific bill again 
manifested an indisposition to agree to the 
provisions of the Senate bill relating to that 
railroad. The proposition was carried to 
change the phraseology of the section to 
conform to the first section, relating to the 
Union Pacific. 
Then the question of interest on the debt 
came up. 
The section fixed this at two per 
cent, and a motion was made, and defeated, 
to m ake this three per cent, to correspond 
with the Union Pacific provision. 
Lastly, 
a motion to strike out the paragraph allow­ 
ing a rebate of one per cent, of the interest 
(which is to be capitalized) for ten years, 
was also defeated. 
It was agreed that consideration ot the 
bill by sections, which is now proceeding, 
shall be regarded as prelim inary, and when 
the bill come3 up in its entirety each m em ­ 
ber shall have a right to vote again on any 
proposition to make further changes and 
upon the bill as a whole.

were presented to the English visitors from 
the Town Commissioners and Tenants’

care of the evicted tenants had been to 
provide for their poorer brethren. That 
tact would round to the honor of the Irish 
name and to the advantage of the national 
cause. 
O'Brien said the scene they were now 
witnessing had no parallel in the history 
of Ireland.

P a r i s . April 12th.—The Parisians are 
beginning to look ahead to the first day of 
the m erry m onth of May with some ap­ 
prehension. On one hand are arrayed the 
forces of socialism, men resolute to show 
by an imposing dem onstration that their 
demands are such as cannot be lightly set 
aside, and on the other there are centered 
in M. Constans, whose firmness has be­ 
come alm ost proverbial among his coun­ 
trym en, all the powers of law and order as 
represented by thousands of police and 
soldiers. The Minister of the Interior, it 
will be remembered, has declared his in­ 
tention to prevent any demonstration of 
the kind projected, cost w hat it may. 
For the last fortnight meetings have been 
held every third day in different quarters 
of Paris, and handbills by hundreds and 
thousands have been distributed among 
the toilers of the capital. 
These handbills 
set forth the objects of the demonstration, 
chief among which are a reduction of the 
hours of the working day to eight, the 
lim itation of female and children’s labor, 
and the suppression of night labor. 
May 1st was fixed as the date of the uni­ 
versal demonstration of labor, and was 
chosen as the grand annual fete of the la­ 
boring world. It was unanim ously decided 
that the toilers of all countries represented 
at the Congress should demand power to 
give satisfaction to just claims. 
Each country was left to determine what 
kind of demonstration was best suited to 
its own purpose. In France the idea was 
welcomed with enthusiasm among Social­ 
ists, and municipal councils even promised 
moral and pecuniary support, as iu the 
case of the Councilors of Saint Etienne, 
who voted 5,000 francs for the purchase of 
a banner. 
In Germany, where the authorities have 
decided to quash any attem pt at a dem on­ 
stration, the latest news is that there is a 
split in the Socialist ranks, Bebel and 
Leibknecht being opposed to the scheme. 
In A ustria the strikes now in progress are 
believed to be an augury of what May 1st 
will bring forth. 
In Belgium the demon­ 
stration is expected to he notable, and even 
in Norway an agitation is in progress. 
W ith reference particularly 
to Paris, 
Jules Gueside, son-in-law of Karl Marx, 
whose m antle has descended upon his 
shoulders, declared to your reporter that 
the demonstration would be grand. 
“We 
shall num ber 200,000 toilers,1’ he contin­ 
ued, "200,000 resolute men who will crowd 
the streets of the capital. The Government 
have announced their intention of dispers 
ing us. 
It’s easy to disperse 500 men, not 
so 200,000. 
However, we desire our de­ 
m onstration to be quite pacific. If some 
among us forget this fact it will be a mis­ 
fortune. but I ant confident that the good 
sense of the Parisian workingman will ob 
viate such an eventuality.” 
Ferroul, Boyer, Bannin, Lachitz, The 
vaier, Franconi and Cluseret, who compose 
the Socialist group in the Chamber of Dep­ 
uties, profess to share Gueside’s confidence 
in the success of the dem onstration, but 
Joffren, the labor candidate, whom his 
political opponents still nicknam e "M inor­ 
ity,” in consequence of his sitting as Deputy 
for M ontm artre instead of Boulanger, is 
inclined to be skeptical. 
“I am persuaded that it will be a fiasco,” 
he said to your reporter. “ Many of the 
leading spirits of the demonstration are 
Boulangists, and consequently have no 
influence on the vnst body of workingmen. 
We shall see if the French workingman 
will lay down his tools and quit his work­ 
shop iu the m iddle of the week.”

before allowing themselves to be seen.
